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The Guggenheim-Lawrence Dispute. 


Simon Guggenheim, \vho is a. candidate for United States Sen- 


ator in Colorado, and Frederick Lawrence, a former San Francisco 
newspaper man, are having- a dispute over the authenticity of an 
interview printed in Ridgeway's Magazine. 
In his report of the 


interview, Lawrence wrote as follows: 


"It is stated, Mr. Guggenheim," I said, "that, in plain language, 


yon have bought your election, that you have paid into the cam- 
paign fund to elect members of the Legislature, the amount of their 
expenses. Does it not seem to you wrong to use money with the 
understanding- of it you are to receive the vote of the man to whose 
'merest it is spent?" 


"There is nothing wrong about it,' replied Mr. Guggenheim. "It 


is merely conducting political campaigns as they are conducted in 
these days. The money I have contributed has helped to elect 
these men, and naturally they feel under obligation to vote for me. 
It is done all over the United States today. I do not consider it 
wrong, and neither do I think that it can in any sense be called 
bribery.' 


It is immaterial, so far as the public is concerned, whether Mr. 


Guggenheim was correctly reported or not, for the circumstances of 
his candidacy carry their own suggestion and their own moral. 


Rockefeller and His God. 


John D. Rockefeller says he has the kindest of feelings for 


everybody. We believe he has, in his way, and is honest according 
to his lights in'saying so. But it is the misfortune of men mentally 
constituted like Rockefeller that they cannot feel, a keen sympathy 
with mankind nor enter into the warm humanizing impulses which 
bind the race together. The oil king is neither hardhearted nor 
vicious, and doubtless is more disposed to do a kindly action than 
otherwise, but he is a money-getter and a Pharisee. He views his 
fellow mortals objectively and speculatively—as creatures to be 
utilized and patronized. In his own mind he is in a class by him- 
self, standing on a plane different from that occupied by the rest 
of mankind. He unconsciously reveals 
this 
state of 
mental 


beatitude in this statement so characteristic of men of his frigid 
type and prodigious egotism: 


"Of course I am sorry that I am misunderstood, but I have 


the best of feeling for everybody. 
I bear ill will to no one, and it 


is a great thing to think that this is so by the grace of God." 


It is Mr. Rockefeller's delusion that he is misunderstood. 
He 


misunderstands himself far more than people, generally misunder- 
stand him. 
He misunderstands his own motives, misunderstands 


the meaning of the Christian religion he professes; misunderstands
